>I plan on powering it up tomorrow and give it the initial going over. 
Hello? I think you have that backwards. 
They don't make these anymore. Spare parts are not available. 


FIRST, make sure that nothing is shorted, especially transformers and 
filter capacitors. You can't fix a transformer after you've burned it 
out. Use a real battery powered ohmmeter (not a 9V DMM) to see that 
the B+ line does not have low resistance. If you haven't got a Variac 
and an AC ammeter, make a line cord with a lamp socket in series. Put 
a 40W bulb in the socket and pull the rectifier tube. A bright lamp 
and low HV to the rectifier tells you that the transformer has a short 
and must be fixed. 


Why do I say this? Several years ago, I attended an antique radio 
auction. A relatively rare piece that was a very early clock radio 
went for $200. The buyer got possession of the set and then looked for 
a wall outlet to plug it in. Fortunately, the room was not filled with 
smoke as his $200 radio lost what value it might have had. But he was 
lucky, not intelligent. 


Plugging it in is the last thing you do, unless you have unlimited 
supplies of money.

You need to attend some "antique radio swapmeets". Hamfests are just 

not sources for these; besides, sellers know, no one at a hamfest is looking 
for that, and no one at a hamfest would pay anything for such. I haven't 
seen 

that ordinary "everything" fleamarkets are a good source, either. 


Unfortunately, a lot of the classic 50s radios seem to be in generally 
crummy 
condition, lots of scratched up paint, missing knobs, rust, things like 
that. One 

problem with the auction site, in this regard, at least in my opinion, is 
that 

it's pretty difficult to get a good grasp on exactly how beat up that 
auction offering 

is, from an out of focus, bad angle photo and semiliterate, semiconscious 
text by 
a seller who can't imagine why you are concerned about more than the thing's 
"name". 

But - you wanted a project, hi. 
One thing in your favor is that outside the antique car groups, no one else 
really 
wants these things - so only the antique car market drives the prices. 
The older car radios even look weird, i mean weird shapes, not the dash-slot 
style box we are now used to. 
After reading a couple articles years back in Electronics Illustrated on 
how to 

"convert car radios to home use", i was kinda brainwashed into having a 
higher 
regard for car radios than they really deserve. Of course, they were only 
made 
to do a certain job, and most of them did it pretty well, so no need for 
more 


insides. I do see that the quality went both up and down, with the advent of 
solidstate: both upscale multiband models, like in Euro cars, with LW-MW- 
49 meters SW, and FM, diversity antennas, and more, and on the low end, 
really crummy 4 transistor radios ( really!) or ones built in layers and 
totally 

unrepairable, even if one insanely wanted to pay any amount for a repair. 
My main respect for car radios is now for the "character" they hold, the 
echoes of emotions ingrained by seasons of faithful performance for their 
masters. My own restoration project is a '55 Mopar - it also has a cute 
"Mellow / Voice" tone control - and a Morrow HF converter. 

As C. M. Stanbury II pointed out years ago, in Radio TV Experimenter, 

with a simple one-device converter ahead of your radio in the car, you 
could park in a quiet remote place and hear low-powered Radio Nibi 

Nibi. Or, with just the radio on its AM band, if you parked up in the 
foothills and positioned the car just right, Wolfman Jack from far-off 
Mexico.
